THE DUEL BETWEEN 
THE COUNT OF TURIN AND 
PRINCE HENRI OF ORLEANS. 
HANKS to the Electric Telegraph, Paris 


and London are almost as one city when 
anything of absorbing interest happens. 


Hence it is quite fitting that I should in this | 


column refer to the spirited and manly manner 


in which the gallant brother of the Duc d’ Aosta— 
the stalwart Count of Turin—vanquished the 
libel-mongering Prince Henri of Orleans in the 
duel near Paris at dawn on Sunday last, and 
vindicated—in so far as a deftly handled sword 
can vindicate—the honour of the aspersed 
Italian troops in Abyssinia. It seems incredible 
that a French princeling, belonging to a family 
hitherto of unstained repute, should have had 
the audacity to send to the Paris Figaro such an 
unpardonable libel as this— 

They ye Italians in Abyssinia] have confessed that if 
they had entered Addis Abeba as conquerors they would 
have given no quarter to the Frenchmen there, not even to 
the shopkeepers. They added, moreover, ironically, that 
Frenchwomen would be spared capital punishment. They 
had entered the capital as prisoners, a fact they do not 
seem aware of. Italian officers have not been ashamed to 
take part in the fétes for the first anniversary of the 
battle of Adowa. Others wore coins with Menelik’s 
effigy as studs. Albertone himself one day, pro- 
posing the health of the eat Emperor, turned 
towards a Frenchman present and remarked how courteous 
Italians were. The Frenchman replied that he could not 
picture to himself a Frenchman drinking the health of 
Emperor William. The same Albertone received from the 
Emperor the loan of a musical-box. When the General 
left, the box disappeared, carried away, no doubt, by some 
subaltern. The Empress asked whether it was the custom 
to take things away in Europe. ‘ Not everywhere,” was 
the reply. 

Challenged by General Albertone himself, and 
by other naturally incensed Italian officers, 
Prince Henri at length arranged to fight a duel 
in defence of his malignant assertions with one 
of the most courageous and most powerful mem- 
bers of the Royal Family of Italy—the Count of 
Turin, the beau-idéal of a soldier, with a 
splendid physique, and about six feet in height— 
in the last-named respect quite a match for 
the French Prince. Both are exceptionally

The Official Account of the Duel, 


which took place on Sunday morning, as afore- 
said, in the Bois des Maréchaux, situated in the 


DR.

Bois de Vaucresson, was particularly explicit. 
It began by stating that ‘‘ His Royal Highness 
Prince Victor Emmanuel of Savoy and Aosta, 
Count of Turin, having regarded the publication 
of the letters of His Royal Highness Prince 
Henry of Orleans in the Figaro as offensive to 
the Italian army, wrote a letter on July 6 
last demanding a retraction. This letter could 
not be answered until Aug. 11, the day 
of Prince Henri of Orleans’ arrival in France. 
Prince Henri replied by telegram, maintaining 
his rights as a traveller to record his experi- 
ences’? . . . The procès verbal, dated Sunday, went 
on to say: ‘‘In conformity with the arrange- 
ments made on August 14th, the meeting which 
was arranged to take place between His Royal 
Highness Prince Henri of Orleans and His Royal 
Highness the Count of Turin was held at five 
o’clock this morning in the Bois de Vaucresson, 
at the place known as the Bois des Maréchaux. 
The combat lasted twenty-six minutes, with five 
assaults. M. Leontieff and Count Avogrado 
being alternately umpires. 

« In the first assault His Royal Highness Prince 
Henri of Orleans was hit in the right breast, 
though the weapon did not penetrate beyond 
the subcutaneous cellular tissue. On the report 
of the doctors the seconds decided that the

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coming to close quarters.. In the third assault 
His Royal Highness the Count of Turin was hit 
in the back of the right hand, but the veapon 
did not penetrate beyond the subcutaneous 
cellular tissue. In the fourth assault the umpire 
declared that the sword of Prince Henri was bent, 
and stopping the engagement, furnished his 
Royal Highness with a new weapon. 

“Tx: the fifth assault the combatants again got 
to close quarters, and were immediately stopped. 
Prince Henri, in a counter blow, was hit in the 
right lower region of the abdomen, and the 
umpire stopped the assault, The doctors on both 
sides examined the wound, and declared that 
Prince Henri was thereby rendered clearly 
inferior to his antagonist. MM. Leontieff and 
Mourrichon proposed that the combat should be 
stopped, and this was done by common accord. 

“ After the encounter, and while the wound 
was being dressed, Prince Henri, raising himself 
from vie ground, held out his hand to the Count 
of Turin, at the same time saying, ‘ Allow me, 
Monseigneur, to shake hands with you.’ The: 
Count of Turin then shook hands with Prince 
Henri. 

“The doctors present were MM. Toupet and 
Hartmann on behalf of Prince Henri, and 
Signor Carle on behalf of the Count of Turin.’’ 

Formerly an officer in a German regiment, the 
Count of Turin was at the earliest moment con- 
gratulated warmly by the Emperor William ; 
and in Berlin army circles there was much 
rejoicing at the result. In Italy public satis- 
faction also reached a high pitch, as was but to 
be expected. The ties of near relationship 
caused King Humbert to telegraph his con- 
gratulations to his nephew, though the Count of 
Turin and his seconds were forthally ordered to 
be placed under arrest on their return to Italy. 


The Count of Turin 


made many friends here when he came to. 
England in the summer of 1895, on the occasion 
‘of the marriage of his elder brother, the Duc 
g’ Aosta (son of Prince Amadeo, for a short time 
King of Spain) with Princess Héléne of Orleans. 
There is a great likeness between the Duc d’ Aosta 
and his two brothers, the Count cf Turin and the

Ducd’ Abruzzi. A Hercules in his way, the Count of 
Turin was the observed ofall observers in London 
Society. I was glad to read, by the way, in the 
Paris Figaro that the Count of Turin, before leaving 
Paris on Sunday, sent his seconds to the resi- 
dence of the Duc de Chartres, in the Rue Jean 
Goujon, to inquire as to the state of Prince 
Henri of Orleans. The two officers were greatly 
pleased to learn that the condition of the Prince 
gave no cause for anxiety. 


Dr. Andrée’s Arctic Balloon Voyage. 
Since Herr Andrée ascended in his balloon 
from Spitzbergen with his friends Strindberg 


and Fraenkel, on the 11th of July last, many 
canards have been circulated—as to something 


mysterious floating in the North Sea, subse- 


quently found to be ‘‘ very like a whale’’; and 
as to the discovery of various pigeons, erro- 
neously surmised to have come from the 
adventurous balloonists. But it was not till 
Tuesday afternoon last that authentic tidings 
from Dr. Andrée reached London. Reuter’s 
agent at Christiania wired on that day (and 
identical’ news came from Berlin on the same 
date)— ° 

The news is confirmed that, on July 20, in 
lat: 80 deg. 47 min., while between the North 
Cape and the Seven Islands, the captain of the 


‘Hammerfest fishing-vessel Alken shot a carrier- 


pigeon, which bore a telegram and a letter to the 
Aftonbladet, of Stockholm. 

“The telegram ran: ‘Passed 82 degrees 
latitude, with good voyage northward.— Andrée.’ 
The date was not legible. 

“ The captain of the Alken declined to give up 
either the despatch or the pigeon, and continued 
his voyage to the north. He is well acquainted 
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with Herr Andrée’s plan of action, and is greatly 
interested in it. 

‘‘ The news of the shooting of the pigeon and 
the contents of the explorer’s brief telegram 
have reached here in a very indirect way. The 
Alken gave the information to the Tromsoe ship 
Ingeborg, which she spoke at sea. 

“The Ingeborg then passed the intelligence on 
to the Express, a steamer which is bringing home 
Dr. Lerner’s Polar Expedition, and the news 
finally arrived here by the steamer Lofoen. 

“The Express and another Norwegian steamer 
are expected to reach Hammerfest from the 
Polar Sea on Friday next.” 

A courageous follower in the icy regions 
Dr. Nansen has interested the world in afresh, 
Dr. A: S. Andrée deserves to succeed in his 
daring attempt to reach the North Pole by 
balloon—a project that has been pictorially 
suggested over and over again in the P.I. P. 


The late Spanish Premier. 


Public interest in the fate of the late Spanish 
Premier was largely increased in London owing 
to the popularity of the Spanish Ambassador 
here, Count de Casa Valencia, at whose house 
in Grosvenor Gardens more than one lucky 
journalist spent some pleasant hours, thanks to 
the exquisite taste, the musical talent, and the 
cordial hospitality of the Countess, who treats 
even a humble member of the ‘“‘ Fourth Estate ” 
more like a Prince than a Pressman. One of the 
best concerts ever heard in a private mansion 
Was presided over by the genial Countess, who 
has received messages of condolence by the thou- 
sand in consequence of her near relationship to 
the murdered Premier of Spain. 


Anarchists in London. 


Strong protests have, I believe, been made 
by more than one Continental neighbour against 
permission béing given to Anarchists to mect and 
address crowds in London. As I warned Mr. 
Asquith against anarchical firebrands and the 
possible Consequences of their heated language, 
so Sir Matthew White Ridley should be cautioned 
against permitting any Trafalgar Square meet- 
ings of Anarchists. The shrewd heads of the 
Criminal Investigation Department have a good 
knowledge of the London Anarchists and their 
haunts. None the less is it the bounden duty of 
the Home Office to keep these social disturbers 


in check.

A new novel just published by Swan Sonnen- 
schein and Co., and called ‘‘ Angus Murray,” 
by Helen Davis, has for its motive the fearful 
misery caused by drink. No doubt drink affects 
people in different ways, and that is one of its 
greatest evils.

Profitable Sheep Farming. 


DO not feel sorry at having brouzht 
out'a lot of inquiries about profitable 
sheep farming. The only great draw- 
back to the extensive development of 
meat-growing in this country is, as we 
all know, the small area of the land. 
But I am well satisfied that not a 
fourth part of the land in this country 


may be run either for breeding or for 
fattening much more extensively than 
they are. The amazing thing to me 
about sheep is that so many people 


animals to keep. The fact is that 
many people persist in keeping flocks to breed on land that 
is Omby suitable for fattening upon, and the reverse. 


Sheep Need Continual Change; 

that, in fact, is the key to profitable sheep farming. If a 
f um has only rich meadow and pasture land and no hill- 
sde2 or mountain, it will not afford the variety of range 
that sheep love. In the mountain districts, where sheep 
have a free range, they change them<elves from valley to 
moantain top with every change in the weather. Sheep 
farmers who cannot practice this are at a great discount. 
The price of good home-fed lamb and mutton keeps very 
high. If 9d. per pound for best mutton and 1s. per pound 
for lamb be fair average prices in the best shops, I think I 
can show that

ER MAJESTY shortly brings her stay at 
Osborne to a close, and goes North to enjoy the 
more bracing and invigorating air of her Balmoral 
residence. On Sunday the Queen drove out, 
accompanied by Princess Frederica of Hanover ; 

and the Bishop of Winchester had the honour of dining 

with Her Majesty and the Royal Family ; the Rev. Clement 

Smith, M.A., Rector of Whippingham, and Chaplain to the 

Queen, having also the honour of being invited. Her 

Majesty has given £100 towards the fund for the enlarge- 

ment of the National Schools at East Cowes. It was inaid 

of the same effort that a bazaar was held last week, opened 
by Princess Louise, and visited and patronised by the 

Queen. The Queen has forwarded through Vice-Admiral 

Barrera, the Maritime Prefect of Brest, the diplomas of the 

medals of honour presented to the Breton islanders who 

rendered services in connection with the loss of the 

Drummond Castle steam-ship. 


The Prince and Princess of Wales stay at 
Bayreuth (where they have been enjoying the Wagner 
Festival only as keen lovers of music can) until Thursday, 
and then together leave for Gmiinden on a visit to the 
Duchess of Cumberland. Princess Victoria of Wales and 
Princess Charles of Denmark leave England direct for 
Copenhagen. 


The Visit of the Duke and Duchess of York 
to Ireland is an event grateful to all loyal hearts in that 
country, and if will revive the hopes long cherished of the 
setting up of a Royal residence there. Scotland is often 
honoured by the presence of Royalty, but Ireland, though 
it has given a hearty welcome to Her Majesty on more 
than one occasion, has been without such an open evidence 
of the connection of its people with the throne of Great 
Britain. Rumour has of late pointed with much circum- 
stantiality to a well-known mansion in the neighbourhood 
of the beautiful Jakes of Killarney, which, it is said, the 
Government are thinking of purchasing for a Royal resid- 
ence. There is nothing prima facie absurd in this, for the 
country is probably more loyal and contented than it ever 

zas before, and the present Government, for its part, has 
been rather fond of making bold and picturesque strokes in 
their public policy. 

The Viceregal Lodge, where the Duke and Duchess 
of York stay during their visit to Dublin, must not be con- 
founded with Dublin Castle. The latter is an older, more 
baronial-looking pile in Castle Street, right in the city, and 
is associated more-closely with the high ceremonial functions 
of the Viceroy in Ireland. Here the Viceroy holds his

“ Drawing Rooms,” with all the ceremony of a Court, in the 
Throne Room. It is one of the customs of these functions 
that each débutante, on being presented to his Excellency, 
receives a chaste kiss on the cheek (lucky man !) from the 
representative of Her Majesty. The Viceregal Lodge is in 
the Phenix Park, and commands fine views of that un- 
dulating wooded expanse. It was from a window of this 
mansion that Lord Spencer, one day in May 1882, looked 
out and saw a slight struggle in the roadway through 
the Park. It was not until an hour or so later that 
he knew he had been a witness of one of the tragedies of 
Trish history—the assassination of Mr. Burke and Lord 
Frederick Cavendish. The Lodge itself has always been 
well watched by detectives, and when, under another 
Administration, the tall figure of Mr. Arthur Balfour 
might be seen walking from it across the Park, there were 
always one or two detectives within easy reach of him,

The Ameer’s Action seems to show that he is 
personally innocent of the recent risings on the Indian- 
Afghan frontier; 
but there is not a 
shadow of a doubt 
that many of his 
subjects have aided 
and abetted their 
co - religionists in 
revolting against 
British rule. It is 
strange how the 
whirligig of time 
“brings in his 
revenges.” Russia 
was formerly the 
dark power behind 
the Ameer; but it 
is believed that now 
he is being urged 
into a sort of Mo- 
hammedan crusade 
by the persecuting 
potertite at Con- 
stantinople. The 
Indian authorities 
are fully alive to 
the situation thus 
created. That the 
Afghans are only 
too likely to view 
with favour tribal 
risings against the English is, unfortunately, a fact, but the 
Ameer has probably no desire to take any steps which 
would endanger the subsidy he receives from our Govern- 
ment. Under all the circumstances, however, it may 
be considered a prudent step on the part of the 
Government to largely increase the number of troops at 
Rawal Pindi, so as to be prepared in the event of a more 
extended outbreak among the tribes. In the Swat Valley 
we are busily engaged in improving our transport arrange- 
ments, which were somewhat disarranged by the rapid 
march to the relief of Chakdara. There is every prob- 
ability of further trouble in this direction, and the restora- 
tion of order will probably take some time. General Sir 
Bindon Blood, K.C.B., who has charge of the Malakand 
relief force, is one of the distinguished Irishmen so 
numerous in the British Army. Born in County Clare in 
1842, he has seen much active service during the past 
twenty years. He went through the Afghan, Zulu, and 
Egyptian campaigns, and won his knighthood in the Chitral 
expedition two years ago. The Tochi punitive expedition 
is on the road to avenge the treachery of the natives in 
attacking Mr. Gee, political officer at Tochi, and his escorts. 
It will be remembered that Mr. Gee, six officers, and about 
fifty men were killed, and as soon as the news of the 
treachery was known a punitive expedition was promptly 
organised under Major-General Corrie Bird, consisting of 
two brigades under General Symons and Colonel Egerton.

The New Adjutant-General.—It seems to be now 
settled that Sir

born in 1838, started life in 
the Navy, and served with 
the sailors in the Crimea, 
getting wounded at the 
Redan.

He 
joined the 13th Dragoons 
in 1855, and served through 
the Mutiny, winning the 
Victoria Cross. After dis- 
tinguishing himself with 
Lord (then Sir Garnet) 
Wolseley in the Ashantee 
War, he read for. the Bar, 
and was ‘“‘called.’? Then 
he was heard of in the 
Zulu War, the Transvaal 
War, the Egyptian Expe- 
dition, and the Soudan. 
He has since been in 
various commands at home, 
including the Aldershot 
command. In him the 
Army has an able and 
a vigorous friend at Pall Mall.

* Flower Culture in Schools.—A very interesting 
addition has been made to the educational work of -the 
Agricultura] and Horticultural Association, which has 
done so much to promote “gardens of taste” by establish- 
ing industrial flowershows.

HE DUCHESS OF SUTHERLAND, 
whose kindness of heart is proverbial, is 
deeply interested in ameliorating the lot 
of the Harris peasantry. Although these 

industries were started ten years since, they led 
rather a prosaic existence, and u twelvemonth 
ago the Duchess determined to bring all her 
energies to bear on a strong effort to put the 
concern on a real business basis. Personal 
friends invested a small sum of money in starting 
stores, where the peasant women could obta’n 
the necessaries of life, paying, at certain periods, 
in kind. The arrangement made was that 


The Weavers 


(who work at home at small hand-looms) should 
receive a fixed price per yard for the tweed, and 
when the accounts are gone into, the balance, 
over and above the amount of household goods 
obtained, is paid to the worker, and in no case 
held over. The condition of the Harris peasants 
is a hard one, for, with the greatest industry, 
they can only earn sufficient to support exist- 
ence ; but the Duchess of Sutherland is devoting 
herself this autumn thoroughly to the subject 
so near her heart, and hopes to improve the 
colouring of the yarn and the texture of the 
goods, 80 as to make

as their qualities entitle them to be. For men 
and women who need clothes that last, and look 
well to the last, for sportsmen and cyclists, the 
Harris tweeds are almost everlasting wear, and 
are practically waterproof. The Duchess of 
Sutherland is also hoping to get a Bill passed by 
Parliament to 


Alleviate the Condition of Factory Girls, 


and will read a paper in Glasgow, in the end of 
September, dealing with subjects that are at 
present open to improvement, relating chiefly to 
the women of the underpaid working class. 

Apropos of Her Grace’s benevolent action in 
this direction, it is but just to mention the gool 
work done by 


Lady Dilke and Miss Gertrude Tuckwell 


in popularising and supporting the Women’s 
Trades Union League (established by Mrs. 
Paterson in 1874) and affiliated societies for 
increasing the material and social welfare of 
working women who labour hard to earn their 
own living.
